PRE-CHRISTMAS HF CONDITIONS: 


The sun has been quiet past few days, meaning nothing coming our way 
to disturb conditions thru Chrismas. The sun is expected to remain quiet 
for several days, meaning nothing to disturb things this weekend either. 


The geomagnetic field is VERY QUIET (A-index = 3), so those pip squeek 
Fireball signals should travel along on 40M quite well, and 5W will 
do even better, well above the static absorption level. 


15 and 10M will be a bit mushy next few days, due to hitting the low of 
this solar rotation with the flux at 129. According to the daily plots 
I keep, it appears a "fluke" and solar flux should rise to 140 by 
Christmas for good 15 and 10M propagation. 


Remember ... the higher the solar flux, the HIGHER the maximum usable 
frequency ... so solar flux effects 20M and ABOVE (not below, since the 
MUF seldom drops below 12-15MHz right now). And the A-index, the 

measure of our geomagnetic field, identifies the noise levels experienced 
on HF due to our magnetic field activity, and generally effects 10MHz 

and BELOW. Thus, the lower the A-Index, the better 80 to 30M will be, 
and has little to no effect on 20M and above. 


Or another way to look at it ... 
If you want to work 40M QRP ... look for an A-index of 10-12 or BELOW 
For 15 and 10M QRP ... look for a solar flux about 150 or higher. 


Of course, even with a high solar flux, 15 and 10M will always remain 

a daytime band ... that is, skip propagation occurs during daylight hours 
and the "gray line" at sundown/sunup while the sun is ionizing the 

E and F layers. 


SUMMARY: The holiday weekend should be short of just GREAT on all HF 
bands to get on and operate. And for those of you lucky enough to get 
some new toy under the tree, you should beable to put it right on the 


air and have a QSO!

Hey Gang, 


Had some idle time today, so I thought I'd put Spice through some 
field trials. I wound up entering the design of an old Southwest Tech 
Tiger amplifier I built during my misspent yute (and fixed, and fixed, but 
that's another sad story). Dang Mothra, it be fatinatin' the kind of 
results you get. 


I took some liberties on specifying the exact devices, and some web 
surfing yielded some basic pnp and npn model libraries; useful enough for 
what I was doing. I experimented with different loads and different 
quantites of output devices (it is a real learning experience to see what 
the output stage base drive current looks like when you do this). Then I 
tried to "blow it up" by overdriving, shorting the output and hanging 
reactive loads on it. It is instructive to see how the device models react 
to such stresses.

I used the 
instructions recommended values and got almost no output. 

I used the following values with ok results (going by the handbook 
formula). 

8 turns on the toroid cores. 2 100pf caps and one 220pf cap. 

My output is up from 10 microwatts to about 2 milliwatts. 


I'm not sure what kind of loss I'm getting from the filter / load. 
Without anything connected to the oscillator, I get about 2 volts p-p. 
When connected to the filter / 50 ohm load, It is down to about .9 volts 
p-p. I wonder if an improvment in my filter values would improve my 
output power? 


Any info out there? How about from the designers? 
I'm still willing to put my blistering 2 mW on the air tommorow....

My first try at QRP RTTY ended up in winning the last ARRL RTTY contest 
for Colorado. I could not convince the ARRL to add a QRP this year. My 
set up was very modest. A Voltsrtty interface which is only $40 and 
consist of a filter on rx and a afsk generator on Xmit. It uses Hamcom 
software which come with the interface. A $30 donation to the German 

ham who wote the software would be nice. The system uses USB for rx and 
xmit, That I did not like. It works but I wanted more. Off the DB9 cable 
comes DTR for Push to talk and TXD for FSK and DSR for Input audio from 
your computer. 

My TS-850 has REAL RTTY mark and space input. so you get pure tones not 
ssb tones. This is accomplished by taking TXD going through a 2n3904 
and a 3.3k resistor an pesto RTTY to key your xtmr. The best is yet to 


come. I have a Time wave 59 + DSP filter. I got it for RTTY Demod 
feature. Well it did not work. I thought it did'nt anyway. I wanted to 
use FSK position in the rig and also use th 500 hz cw filters. I could 
not use them with the volks rtty interface. The filter would not allow 
the tone through. So I bypassed the filter in the volks RTTY. Getting 
back to the demod feature of the 59+. All I got was clicking as if the 
filter was off freq. Well it was. the defult option in the 59+ is a 
1700hz center freq. Our rtty North America is 2125hz. I had to read the 
manual !!! gee what a concept. I changed the center freq by changing a 
jumper in the 59+ and WOW it works great. I copy stations S1-2 solid as 
if they were 59++4+++. The RTTY tone just jump out. and NO BACKGROUND 
noise. pure tones. That is what I bought the 59+ for after a year I 
finally figured it out. Working in LA and home on the weekends doesn't 
help progress is slow in my shack. I hope to take a new company position 
with raise and I can stay at home and not collect a yearly 75,000 plus 
miles on United Airlines. 

I hope to get this RTTY thing going soon. It looks like I may get next 
week at home for a change. 

RTTY is not expensive and I know all of you don't have 59+ DSP and rigs 
that will do RTTY tones but if you do try it its great. 

If you have a compter and want RTTY use RIITTY software that uses a REAL 
soundblater card but AFSK. I have a soundblaster compatable in my PC but 
I use my laptop for RTTY and no soundblaster there. If you have a rig 
that does FSK its even better. AFSK is fine but I think real FSK tones 
is a fool proof method. 

RIITY is about $125. K6STI software 

Have fun On RTTY just another fun QRP mode you will be amazed as usual.

There weas an article in QST of September 1986 by WA6IVC for a simple 
superhet receiver using the MC3359 chip. I wonder if anyone has had any 
experience of using this particular IC for the HF bands? 

For those unfamiliar with this device, it is an 18 pin chip containing a 
10Mhz oscillator, a double balanced mixer, 6 stage 455 kHz IF amnplifier, 
quadrature detector an audio stage! It is currently available from some at 
least UK stockists including JAB. The writer of the original article 
describes some problems he had in getting a suitable 455 kHz BFO stage and 
the oscillator section is a bit 'touchy', but surely we should be looking at 
this further? So the receiver described has the MC3359 plus an LM386 to 
amplify the audio further and an external BFO using an IF transformer as 
frequency determining component. Just think, a receiver with not an NE602 in 
sight! I await your interest in this, but don't ask me for any more 
information, I don't know anymore than what I have read!

In the past I had an 8' top loaded vertical on 160...That would be 
equivalent to a 6 inch piece of wire on 10 meters...in terms of a 1/4 
wavelength! Efficiency is the key...Hi Q coil, center loading with top 
loading.

The Heath pn. 417-201 type X29A829 transistors I have encountered are 
real crap. I have replaced many of them with 2n3906's but you have to 
reconfigure the leads since the pinout is different. 


The NTE159 is a heavy duty replacement, with an Ic_max I believe of 1 
amp. It does require the leads to be re-configured also. I have used it 
where less Vsat_ON is required, or where more current rating and higher 
Vce is required. Nice part. 


Another good choice if you have any old computer power supplies laying 
around, is a device marked LA733P, made by Motorola. It has the correct 
pinout as the original Heath part, and have performed extremely well 
wherever I have tried it as a replacement for the 417-201.These parts are 
used in the power supplies and Heath circuits mostly in switching 
applications, so the Ft does not really figure into the picture.

Frank - 

You commented on the MC3359 based receiver in QST of September 1986 and 
asked why the MC3359 was not used more in HF receivers. The MC3362 is a 
close cousin to the MC3359 and is used in the famous Breed QRP transceiver. 


The MC3359 and MC3362 show poorer strong signal performance than the NE602. 
They are also considerably more expensive and somewhat more difficult to 
obtain. This probably explains why they have not been more widely used in 
hamdom. 


Also I wonder about the wisdom of using the quadrature detector as a second 
mixer in a chip only designed for single conversion. The required isolation 
cannot be as great as one would like for a double conversion receiver. 


Just some random thoughts. Others may have other opinions. Happy holidays 
to all from the good doctor. - Dr. Megacycle KK6MC/5

Hi hate to tell you Frank, but the mixer is the 3359 is a Gilbert 
cell, very similer, if not identical to the NE602. Since the 3359 is 
designed for FM work, the IF is a limiting amplifier, turning all the 
Singals into square waves. I played around once seeing if the FM 
detector could be used as a product detector, and had no luck. I seem 
to rember it sort of almost worked, but not nearly well enough to 
consider using. 


All in all the MC3359 might make an okay FM receiver, but is a very 
poor choice for a CW reciever. The few reciever designs I've seen 
that use an FM chip like the 3359 for HF only use the mixer part. I 
can't see the point in that.

A while back there were several inquires to the list for information 
about the Vectronics kits. The following is a quick review I wrote for 
my local radio club, the Delaware Valley Radio Association, W2ZQ. 


Vectronics Aircraft Receiver Kit 
VEC-131K 


Vectronics, a division of MFJ, has a series of new kits that it 
distributes through various distributors. I purchased my kit from Tech 
America with just a phone call and some plastic. Among the various kits 
offered are regenerative receivers, repeater monitors, SSB and CW 
filters, CW keyers, QRP amplifiers, single band transmitters and 
receivers for VHF,UHF and HF. The kits range in price from $20 to $50 
with an optional enclosure available for some kits at $15. 


I decided on the Aircraft Receiver with enclosure for $45.00 as a 
Christmas present for my nephew who is taking flying lessons. He has 
been looking for a receiver to listen to his local airport tower. This 
kit was just the ticket! 


The kit is packaged in a series of plastic ziplock bags, sorted by 
component type. First step was to inventory the kit and make sure all 
the parts were there. Every piece was accounted for and all looked 
well. No additional parts are necessary to get the rig up and running 
with the exception of a 6 X 32 machine screw, which is used as a form 
for winding coils. The board, parts and directions are good quality. 
The circuit board is well marked and I had no problem identifying part 
positions. 


Directions are well done in a step by step manner. Five pages of 
construction tips are enough to get the neophyte up and building. If 
this is your first "anything", I would suggest some time soldering and 
unsoldering some junk components for practice. This is an excellent 
first kit and the directions will lead you through an enjoyable 
experience. Go slow, follow the directions and check every step at 
least twice. 


I did have a little bit of trouble installing the tiny mutilayer 
capacitors. Pay particular attention to bending the leads and applying 
heat. I damaged three, but a quick call to Vectoronics had replacements 
and spares on the way. 


Testing and alignment was simple. There are several methods possible 
depending on what "test equipment" you may have. I aligned by ear and 
only needed a scanner, capable of tuning the aircraft band, to match 
what the receiver heard with the calibration marks on the case. Piece 
of cake! 


The receiver covers from 118 to 134 mhz. When tuned to a given 
frequency, I could hear traffic +/- 200 khz but in fairness, its 
difficult to tell how close some of these planes were transmitting. 


Here in Central New Jersey, I was able to hear aircraft reporting into 
control centers as far away as Boston. I was also able to hear my local 
paging company just a couple of miles away. All this with just a 
little wire dipole hanging in my second floor window. The receiver also 
showed its disdain for my computer situated about six feet away. 


The instructions talked about compressing or extending the coils as a 
way of eliminating out of band signals but I didn't have time to 
experiment with them. I am very happy with the overall performance and 
look forward to building some of the other Vectronics kits.

Hello everyone, 

I'm a brand new subscriber to QRP-L, and I just built a TIXIE 80m version 
that works great after only two hours of gathering parts, soldering, and 
testing. However, I need help. 

When I converted the pi-filter for 40m (and changed the xtal, of course), 
the rig no longer had a significant output. On 80m I got about 0.25W, on 
40m only 30mW. What happened? I used 470pf£ and 1uH for the pi-filter on 
40m. My only guess at this time is that the xtal does not have as much 
ooomph as the 80m one! 

Can anyone help to explain this problem, and offer a possible solution? 
Thanks in advance.
